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a. Underground resistance before the outbreak of the revolt . 


there was no question of any organized underground 
movement in Hungary. There was a spirit of resistance, and they had also tried 
to f orm small resistance groups but the AVH system had numerous spies in a ll 
levels of the population who worked either voluntarily or were forced to work 
for the AVH, so that such group s were imm ediately r elied up b y the A VH before 


they could begin activities. 





b. Favoritism for communist officials . 


government and party officials did not have high 
salaries. This was always presented to the people for propaganda. However, 
it was known to insiders that the extras exceeded the salaries margr times, while 
there were other privileges such as free rent, free service, the use of a car, etc. 

c . Civil air defense . 

Every Hungarian civilian is required to belong to the national air defense 
organization (comparable to the Dutch B.B.). The name of this organization is 
the O.L.F. (Orsz^gos L^goltalmi Parancsnoks6g) . The organization is divifed 
into 3 sections, namely: I. Negyihasc-gaz (protection against gas and biolo- 
gical warfare); II. Romeltakasit<5 (clearing, cleaning up service); III. Mento- 
szolgalat (rescue service). Even at age 8, they have to take a course for this 
organ! zatinn, and both men and women must panticifate. The first training 
lasts 22 hours - 1 hour a week for the worker and 3 hours a month for housewives 
and students, etc. Aftet this, they were called up for every exercise and if 
anyone ignored this appeal, the result was a stiff penalty (fine). Every member 
had a book which was stamped after every lesson hour and after every practice 
exercise , 
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d. Sport organizations 

There is a special ministry for sport in Hungary. The 0TSB is the large 
national sport organization , and in Budapest, the large organization which 
all this is under is called the BTSB. Participation in the sport organizations 
is voluntary and there is little question of politics in sports. 


Voluntary military training 


In Hungary everyone can participate in a sort of voluntary mi litary 
training. Both boys and girls, men and women can take part. The name of 
this organization until 1954 was^JOZHSZ (Magya Szabadsagharcos Szovetseg) . 

In 1954 the name was chai^d to MOHSZ (Magyar Snkentes Honved Szbvetseg) . 

It means pre-military training for the young people - can start at age 10 - 
while it is a refresher for men who have already had military service. The 
organization was done by factories. There was a section of the MOHSZ in every 
somewhat larger factory, while every section again had various groups such as: 
a rifle group, motorized group, radio group, group of parachutists, glider 
flying group. All was on the basis of so called volunteering, and for instructors 
they used former regular officers, sport leaders, etc. They first had to take 
a firing course before they could join any of the other groups. 


the AVH was under the Ministry of Internal Affairs . The AVH 
is divided into the green AVH, involved with borde r service, and the blue AVH 


concerned with internal political investigations. [ |all the officers, 

even in the green AVH, belonged to the blue AVH. For carrying out the duties 
of the border service, the country is divided into three parts, East, Northwest 
and South, (T he East and N c rth of Hungary form one section together) .
